__ Grayling Township has filed a grant application 
with the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency 
{E.P.A.} for funding of a facilities pian for wastewater 
treatment works, consisting of sanitary sewers and 
Sewage treatment facilities. Action was taken by the 
Township Board on Sept. 10, 1874, authorizing this 
application to be filed. The project, when built, will 
serve the most heavily developed areas within the 
Township. 

Public hearings to discuss the project will be 
scheduled to begin within 45 days. The first such 
hearing will be in conjunction with a joint Township 
Board and Planning Commission meeting planned for 
late October to discuss the preliminary engineering 
report covering the project.

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Zoning-One Tool to Implement Planning

Zoning seems to be a bad word. People 
have fought it since it has become 
necessary and an approved practice. The 
resistance is the natural fear of change and 
of someone else putting restrictions on 
me. 

Several townshins in Roscommon Coun- 
ty will be considering zoning within the 
next few months. Roscomiron Township 
will have a referendum on iheir zoning 
ordinance at the November election. 

Denton township is in the process of 
developing a zoning ordinance. Richfiela 
Township has one nearly completed. 

| have attended enough public hearings 
on Loring 19 see that cuning is mosily 
misunderstood. | have seen some of the 
strongest protestors convince themselves 
that zoning will protect their property. 

Once a person asked, “Why didn't your 
zoning ordinance stop that junk yard from 
starting next to my home?” The answer 
was that the zoning had not yet come into 
effect. If they had zoning, that wouldn't 
have hapened. She became a believer. 


” A tand use plan implemented by zoning 
can help prevent “urban sprawl.” Perhaps 
we don't think of litthke developments 
springing up all over Roscommon or 
Crawford Counties as urban sprawl, but 
{hey present some extra costs. They 
lengthen schoot bus routes. !f they are any 
distance from central sewer systems they 
can never be served or at great cost if they 
ever are served, 

Some people who are developing land 
out in the “boonies” think they should be 
exempt from all the requirements of a 
subdivision close to centers of popula- 
tions, "People move up here to be away 
from urbanization.” they say. But as those 
developments grow, the people who live 
there put cemands upon the township and 
county for improvements. 

The township and county become 
subsidizers to the developer because they 
then pay for part of the improvements left 
out by the developer. 

People who have lived here all their lives 
have a hard time adjusting to the fact that 
society through its local government 
should have a voice in land use changes. “I 


Paid for this land and pay taxes on it, 
nobody is going to tell me what | can use it 
for regardless of it's affect on my 
neighbor's property.” This attitude may 
have been alright 50 years ago, but today 
with more people crowded together, what 
one person does to his property does have 
an affect upon his neighbor and the 
neighbors through it’s tovnship or county 
say what is 
happening next door. t 

That is reaily what fand use planning and 
zoning ig alt about. tk gives some 
guideance to growth So a community can 
grow without causing imcompatable uses 
to spring up side by side. It helps a 
residential community to grow without 
noisy commercial iniei-iaced within it. A 
resort commercial doesn’t have noisy 
industrial plants right next to a motel, nor 
a septic tank business next door to an elite 
eating place. 

There should be a place in the 
community for each, but not right next to 
one-another. 

You can have it if you plan and 
implement the plans with zoning.

For the past 2 years, this area has been serviced by a telephone 
line to handie calis by persons under stress or who needed 
someone to talk to during the middle of the night when it is not 
possidie to get through to physicians. pastors. psychalagists or 
friends. 

\When it was Started many persons felt It would not work ina 
sinall area because “everyone knows everyone and the information 
would not be kept confidential.” After two years it has been 
demonstrated that this is not the case. The persons on call have 
been well-trained and have kept information confidential. They have 
heiped many persons through difficult times when they temporarily 
needed someone to talk to. someone that would listen. 

Approximately 30 persons have taken the 20 to 30 hour course 
in Empathic Listening and have tn turn given many hours of their 
time listening and counseling.

Anyone can take the 
training and then decide whether or not they wish to be on call. The 
training would be helpful to anyone in dealing with family, friends 
or strangers,

On Ecumenism 


We have been tracing the 
attacks upon Bible Christianity 
here in America during the 
present century. Liberalism, 
Neo-orthodoxy and Neo-evan- 
gelicalism have all used forms 
of Ecumenism as wezpons 
against Fundamentalism or Bi- 
ble Christianity. To the extent 
ecumenism has succeeded, Bi- 
ble Christianity bias lost ground. 
The dangers of present ecu- 
menism are self evident: 

1. It clouds the issues and 
confuses people. When a com- 
munity sees all of the churches 
uniting, it is being iaught the 
following things by implication: 
a) Ail churches are basically the 
same; b) All churches are good; 
¢) It is wrong io criticize any 
church; d) To be sincere is more 
important than to be right; and 
e) There are more ways to 
heaven than one. Ali of the 
above statements in a to e are 
false. yet it is common to hear 
people say: “All religions are 
good, we are all trying to get to 
the same place, and if you do 
the best you can to live what 
you believe to be right, you will 


make it.” Ecumenism is sending ° 


millions of people to eternal 
Hell. 

2. It ignores all apostasy and 
heresy in religion. Where ecu- 
menism is stressed there are 
false religions and false leaders 
included. Satan has always had 
more religous leaders and or- 
ganizations than God. “And no 
marvel; for Satan himself is 
tranformed into an angel of 
light. Therefore it is no great 


transformed as ‘the ministers of 
righteousness.” I] Cor. 11:14, 
15. 

3. It stresses unity and love 
ubove truth and sbedience. The 
answer to spiritual deception 
and false doctrine according to 
Ephesians 5:15 is 1o speak the 
truth in love and grow up into 
Christ. You cannot divorce 
truth from love and have Bible 
Christianity. Truth is as essen- 
tial to Love as bone is to muscle 
in the human body. 

4. Ecumenism as it is prac- 
ticed today is contrary to the 
Bible. “Be ye not unequally 


yoked together with unbeliev- 
ers: for what fellowship hath 
righteousness with unrigh- 
teousness? and what commun- 
ion hath light with darkness? 
And what concord hath Christ 


with Balial? or what part hath 
he that believeth with an 
infidel? And what agreement 
hath the temple of God with 
idols? for ye are the temple of 
the living God; as God hath 
said, 1 wil! dwell in them, and 
walk in them; and I will be their 
God, and they shall be my 
people. Wherefore come out 
from among them, and be ye 
separate, saith the Lord, and 
touch not the unclean thing; 
and I will receive you.” H Cor. 
6:14-17. 

There is a true ecumenism 
shared universally by all true 
Christians who have been born- 
again into the family of God, It 
is not a false organizational 
unity gained by compromise, 
but a unity of faith based upon 
ihe Bibic, ending in a personal 
relationship with Jesus Christ 
as an eternal bond. 

God alone is the author of 
this unity, and no Satanic force 
exists which can bring division 
into the true body of Jesus 
Christ. The apparent division of 
fellowship between individuals 
in the body of Christ today is 
brought about by those be- 
lievers who choose the fellow- 
ship of apostates and false 
religious leaders over fellow 
Christians who remain in obed- 
ience iv Bible separation.

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Both major parties now have lined 
up their candidates for the general 
election in Michigan, and—as usual 
—-this year's campaign promises to 
be an interesting one. : 

Both the Republicans under Gov. 
Bill Milliken and the Democrats under 
hopeful Sandy Levin have nominated 
what they think is the strongest slate 
‘of candidates anywhere this election 
. year. 

- Only one party will be right on that 
score. 

Miltiken, of course, will be the big 
gun for the GOP, although the figure 
of popular President Jerry Ford 
promises to loom large on Republi- 
can horizons. Mr. Nixon’s departure 
from office and Michiganian Ford’s 
ascension hardly can do other than 
help Republican prospects in No- 
vember voting, especially in Michi- 
gan. 

Whether Ford comes to Michigan 
to campaign or whether he stays 
away, he will have an impact in 
Michigan. Personally | expect him to 
make at least one ore-election foray 
into Michigan; as an old partisan 
from way back, how can he stay 
away? 

Sander Levin picked a relative 
unknown—attorney Paul Brown of 
Petoskey--to be his running mate for 
lieutenant governor. Under present 
Michigan law, the governor and lieu- 
ienanit governor come as a Matched 
partisan set; you cannot mix-and- 
match candidates across political 
lines for the two top jobs. If you pick 
Levin, you also get Brown, all for the 
same price. 

Paul Brown comes from an old line 
Democratic family, as the son of 
former Sen. Prentiss Brown, also of 
Mackinac Bridge reknown. The Brown 
family has been identified with the 
fortunes of northern Michigan for 
several years. Paui Brown ran siate- 
wide once, successfully, for Uni- 
versity of Michigan regent. 

Brown presents considerable con- 
trast from four years ago when Levin 
selected as his running mate metro- 
politan Mayor Ed McNamara, of 
Livonia; the wide-open north is more 
‘appealing this time, apparently. 

For top state offices, the Milliken 
ticket sure has a mixed bag of 
candidates. 

State Rep. James Damman of Troy 
is out of the Milliken mold—young, 
family man, moderate-to-progressive, 
businessman, clean cut, etc. He 
would make a pea-in-a-pod lieutenant 
governor for Milliken, if the Milliken- 
Damman ticket wins in November. 

But for secretary of state and 
attorney general, the similarity to 
Milliken is a but further removed... 
which, of course, may not be all bad 
from an overall political standpoint. . 

Lorraine Beebe of Dearborn be- 
comes the first woman ever to run for

secretary of state as the Republican 
candidate to challenge incumbent 
Democrat Richard Austin. 

Mrs. Beebe is a former state 
senator, who was defeated in a run 
for re-election to that post, and more 
recently was executive director of the 
Michigan Consumers Council, until 
she resigned that job in July. She 
quit, She saia, to mun for secretary of 
state. her departure was not uni- 
versally mourned either among coun- 
cil members nor among consumer 
activists. But she ended up as one of 
Bill Milliken’s running mates, and 
without convention challenge even. 

Now her job is a much larger one: 
to wit, just how does she run 
effectively for secretary of state 
against Dick Austin? Mrs. Beebe will 
be grappling with that task con- 
stantly, and it will be one of the 
interesting—but not very meaningful 
—aspects of this campaign year to 
watch from afar the Beebe thrusts

Levin’s ticket will have the tried- 
and-true candidacy of the present 
attorney general, Frank Kelley, who 
has been around almost as long as 
the capitol dome. The list of top 
Republican candidates who have bit 
the dust tackling Frank Kelley is long 
and impressive. 

But there hasn't been a Negro 
running against Kelley, until 1974. 
The Milliken ticket will include in this 
slot young, articulate, controversial 
Myron Wahls, who had to fend off a 
handful of buckshot thrown by con- 
servative elitists at the Republican 
convention. Milliken wanted Mike 
Wahls as his candidate for attorney 
general, and he got him. So be it. 

Wahis wili have an easier time 
mounting an anti-type campaign in 
his ballot slot. He is already attacking 
Kelley as a political phoney, who 
operates with publicity rather than 
substance. ! have a feeling Wahls will 
have to do a bit better than that to 
make any sort of lasting impression 
on the electorate, 

Kelley for his part will probably 
ignore ofponent Wahis. Already he 
has taken on President Ford in his 
opening campaign salvos, and he will 
be more likely to focus any attacks on 
Milliken than on Wahls. 

So that’s the major party lineup for 
the November election: - 

Levin-Brown, Kelley and Austin for 
the Democrats. ‘ 

Milliken-Damman, Wahls and Bee- 
be for the Republicans. 

The Republicans, it seems to me, 
face an uphill fight. As Levin says, 
Democrats smell the roses. 

Milliken-Damman may make it, but 
Beebe and Wahls are straight long 
shots.
